Richard Higgins — Eastham Land Records 1645 - 1750 


Richard Higgins was in Plymouth by 1633. He was a tailor by trade. He 


headed one of the seven families that settled in Nauset in 1644. He was one of the 
original Purchasers. He served as Eastham selectman and surveyor. He was 
representative to the Colony Court for several years from 1653 to 1665 


Higgins moved to New Jersey where he was residing in 1672. He died in 


New Jersey before 1675. Apparently many of his children remained in Eastham 
because several Higgins received Eastham land grants before 1745.

Granted to Richard Higgins for the use of John Yates twenty acres of upland 
at the neck of land called Ralph Smith’s neck. (Richard Higgins married 
Mary, widow of John Yates, in 1651. Mary had a son John by her former 
husband.)

Granted to Richard Higgins one-half acre of swampy ground at the head of 
Bass Pond providing he leave a sufficient watering place for cattle to drink.

Granted to Richard Higgins ten acres at Young’s Cove on Pochet next to 
land of John Mayo.

The 
Sparrow parcels were six and one-quarter acres of meadow and heather 
meadow at Billingsgate, one and one-half acres of meadow at Indian Brook 
and three-quarters of an acre of meadow on both sides of Silver Spring 
Brook.

Granted to Richard Higgins ten acres of upland at Pochet possessed by 
Jonathan Sparrow. The ten acres was next to Higgins’ ten acres at Pochet 
near Young’s Cove.

Other bounds are defined 
by the bounds of other wood lots. PDF T298. 


The land owned by Richard Higgins described in these records amounts to 
about 160 acres not counting the 1715 wood lot grant. By 1745 thirty-three more 
Higgins received Eastham land grants.
